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F remont (Ohioi, .1 une 28th.—The m orn­ 
ing trains brought quite a num ber of per­ 
sons to pay the last tribute of respect to the 
late Mrs. Hayes. There were groups of old 
soldiers to be seen everywhere on the 
streets or on the wav to the Haves hom e­ 
stead. 
T he wide hall, parlore and library were 
heavy with the perfume of flowers, tributes 
from public aud private friends, from com ­ 
rades in anus with General Hayes, aud 
from m ilitary and civic organizations. The 
profusion ot these was bewildering, and 
m any were of the most elaborate nature. 
Among the great num ber arriving to day 
were a magnificent pillow of white lilies 
and maiden hair fern from the President 
and Mrs. Harrison; a cross ot ivy on a base 
of lilies, irom the National Organization of 
the W om an’s Relief Corps, Departm ent of 
Ohio. 
The Lucy Hayes Mission Band 
sent a piece consisting óf fiftv-seven white 
roses, one for each year o f'th e life just 
cluoed. 
Tire most beautiful piece came 
from the W oman s Hi : e Missionary* So­ 
ciety of the Methodist Church, of which 
Mrs Hayes was President. 
Tire funeral services were simple and 
unostentatious, preserving the character oí 
a private rather than a public occasion. 
They opened with the reading of the twen­ 
ty-third psalm by Mrs. Hayes' pastor, the 
Key. J. M. Mills, of the Methodist Church, 
followed by the hym n, “My Jesus, as Thou 
W lit, read by the Rev. C. F. Barnes, pas­ 
tor of the Presbyterian Church; singing by 
a quartet choir. Prayer was then offered 
by the Rev. Dr. Bassford, of the Ohio W es­ 
leyan University at Delawaie, Ohio. A 
second hym n followed, read by the Rev.N. 
Sirup, of the Evangelical Church, “ When 
Peace Like a River. 
Rev.^ L 
D. McCabe, LL. D., who per­ 
formed the m arriage ceremony for General 
H ayes and wife, then delivered a brief 
funeral address. Rev. J. I. Swander, of 
the Reformed Church, then read the hym n 
beginning, ' G od be with you till we meet 
again,'' which tvas rendered by the choir. 
Rev. M. Long, of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, then repeated the Lord’s praver, 
closing the simple and impressive service. 
An opportunity was then given to the 
throngs of sym pathizing visitors 
from 
abroad to view the body. 
The funerai 
cortege then took up its line of m arch to 
Oak wood Cemetery, where the interm ent 
took place. 
The body was arrayed in a dress of ivory 
cream satin, with white passementrie and 
lace trim m ing. The dress was made for 
Mrs. Hayes while she was in the W hite 
House. 
H er appearance was most lifelike. The 
illness was so short and death so sudden 
that there was but little emaciation. The 
face was pale, but there was a trace of rose 
color in the cheeks. The closed eyes were 
not sunken, and there was a smile on the 
lips. 
The postoffice, banks and other business 
houses were closed this afternoon. There 
was-a very large gathering of people at the 
funeral. 
About a score of the survivors of General 
H ayes’ old regiment, the 23d Ohio Volun­ 
teers, who had come to the funeral from 
different parts of the East, acted as a guard 
of honor to the hearse. The ceremonies at 
the cemetery were very brief. The casket 
was immediately lowered on the arrival at 
the grave. 
Dr. Bassford read a simple 
M ethodist burial ritual, and the mortal re­ 
m ains of Lucy W ebbH ayes was left to 
aw ait the m orning of resurrection. The 
pail-bearers were the sous and kinsmen of 
the deceased.

N e w L ondon- (Conn.), Ju n e 28th.—The 
fourteenth annual four-mile straightaway, 
eight-oared race between the crews repre­ 
senting the Universities of Yale and H ar­ 
vard was rowed this evening over the 
Tham es river course, and was won by 
Yale by six boat lengths. The official 
tim e was: 
Yale, 21:30; Harvard, 21:55. 
The series of laces between these colleges 
now stand Yale eight victories, Harvard 
six victories. Yale also holds the record 
for the fastest time over the course, 20:10, 
m ade last year. 
The crowd which saw the race was un­ 
usually large, there being several thousand 
m ore strangers in town than for several 
years. 
All desirable points along the 
course were packed with people. 
The 
race was originally set ior 11 o'clock, but 
was postponed until evening on account of 
the rough Weather. 
The crews were prom ptly sent away at 
7:20. 
Harvard started oft with stroke 
thirty-tw o, Yale thirty-tw o. 
At the end of 
a quarter of a m ile Yale took a lead of 
about ten feet. Both crews were in excel­ 
lent form and for the next quarter of a 
m ile neither could gain an inch. Just after 
passing the half-mile tlag the H avard took 
a lead of about ten feet. This lead Havard 
held but a few seconds for as the crews 
neared the mile flag the Yales spurted, 
gaining a quarter of a length, passing the 
m ile 
Hag in 4:47 pulling 
thirty-three 
strokes, with Harvard two seconds behind, 
pulling thirty-one. The spurt by which 
the Vale took the lead at the mile settled 
the race as after passing that point the 
Yale gradually increased her lead and 
H arvard was unable to prevent it. 
Yale 
passed the one and one-half m ile pole in 
7:15 pulling thirty-two, and H arvard in 7:1'.' 
pulling thirty strokes. 
The Yale men 
dropped tbeir stroke to thirty while H ar­ 
vard increased hers to thirty-two. 
The 
effects of the hard race for one and one- 
half miles was plainly visible in the H ar­ 
vard boat. 
I'inlay No. 5 and Tilton No. 6 
were losing form and Finlay was slow 
in getting his oar out of the water at each 
stroke. 
Yale, however, was pulling in 
perfect form, every m an in the boat sliding 
as one m an and lifting their oars in perfect 
tim e. 
At the two-miies Yale showed a boat 
length of clear water, aad the race was fin­ 
ished so tar as the H arvards' chances were 
concerned. 
At that point tw o-m iles■ Yale 
was pulling 33 and Harvard 32. After pass­ 
ing the two m ile flag Nos! 5 and 7 in the 
H arvard boat splashed badly, and their 
body m ovem ent was bad. 
Yale’s long 
sweeping strokes sent her further and fur­ 
ther ahead, and a' the two-anda-balf-ruile 
flag they had a lead of folly four lengths. 
From the two-and-a-balLm ile flag to the 
three-and a-half-miie flag the positions re­ 
m ained the same. 
After passing the three- 
aud-a-half-mile flag Yale gradually in­ 
creased their lead with no apparent ertort. 
In the H arvard boat things were differ­ 
ent. 
At the three-and-three- uarter miles 
Yale struck the smooth water close under 
the bank, and two additional lengths were 
quickly added to her lead. 
H arvard made 
a final effort to lessen the distance, but to 
no purpose, as Yale crossed the line an 
easy winner by six lengths. 
The H arvards lost because they were not 
as well taught as Yale, and because their 
stroke, even at the rate of 34, was not so 
effective as Yale's at 30.

Sub­ 
sequently she was employed on the Coast 
Survey and tho compilation of the ''A m er­ 
ican Nautical Almanac." She visited E u­ 
rope and the principal observatories of 
Great B ritain and the Continent in 1859, 
and in 1805 was appointed Professor of As­ 
tronomy in Ya?sar College, which position 
she was compelled to relinquish two years 
ago on account of her health. She had suf­ 
fered from brain disease about a year and a 
half.

a small observatory, but was unable to use 
it.]

S a n F r a n c is c o , June 27th.—The regular 
m onthly meeting of the State H orticult­ 
ural Society, composed of the fruit-growers 
of the State, was held this afternoon in the 
officers of the State Board of H orticulture 
at T“0 Sutter street. 
The m eeting was set 
for 1 o'clock, but at that hour the attend­ 
ance was sm all and it was not until 2 
o'clock that the meeting was called to 
order by Secretary Wickson, in the absence 
of the President 
Among those present 
were J. M. Shinn of Niles, A. L Bancroft 
of Contra Costa, W. W. M otherall of H an­ 
ford, Tulare county. Judge Stabler of Sut­ 
ter county. A. L. W right of Pom ona and 
others. 
Judge Stabler of Sutter county, was 
chosen to preside. 
Charles B. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
V iticultural Society, and W. W. Mo:herali 
of Hanford, were elected members of the 
Board. 
Mr. W right of Pomona, slated that in 
his section the fruit crop was very large 
and prices low. 
W hen he left to come to 
this city, the cannery was not running, 
and he thought considerable <1 the product 
would be left to rot on the ground. Ti e 
outlook for a large crop was good, but 
there was little disposition on the part of 
the growers to bother with it on account of 
low prices. 
Mr. Motherall. of Tulare county, said 
that considerable drying was being done in 
Tulare, Kern and Fresno counties, but the 
fruit crop would never am ount to much, 
as the transportation rates were too high. 
The fruit was gathered by Chinam en and 
white people, but growers preferred to dry, 
and it was possible that this plan would be 
followed. The prune crop was large, the 
trees being loaded with the fruit, and the 
peach crop was fairly good, but the locality 
was troubled to some extent w ith the cod- 
lia moth. 
A. L. Bancroft, of Contra Costa county, 
believed that his locality would produce’u 
good crop of delicious tiuits, especially in 
plum s and apricols. 
The peach 
crop 
would not make a very good showing, but 
wbat there was of them the varieties were 
good. 
The most im portant thing before the 
m eeting was the rem arks ¿nade by A. G. 
Freem an, of Ike Executive Committee of 
the Dried F ruit Association, on the subject 
of “ Preparing, Packing aud M arketing 
Dried Fruits.’’ 
In the coutse of his rem arks Mr. Free­ 
man stated that the first consideration 
in peaches and apricots was color. 
The 
Eastern jobbers and consumers want color, 
and, as a business proposition, w hat they 
want should be produced. 
Past experience 
leads us to believe that California dried 
fruit men always have been too saving of 
their sulphur. 
The speaker never knew of a single 
pound of dried fruit being rejected on 
account of O v e r sulphuring. 
H e did not 
think it an exaggeration to say that at 
least fifty carloads were rejected or greatly 
depreciated 
from 
their real value on 
account of not being sulphured enough. 
The statem ent that apricots and peaches 
could be sulphured in ten m inutes Mr. 
Freem an did not countenance. In his 
opinion one hour was a fair tim e of sul­ 
phuring.

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EXCURSIONS NEAR PARIS. 


DELIGHTFUL SCENES ALONG THE SEINE 
AND MAENE. 


Our Correspondent Gets M ixed Up in a 
Love Affair, and Leaves the 
French Capital. 


P a ris, May, 1889. 
There are most charming excursions to 
be made, for a day, or even a few hours( 
from Paris, when one suddenly finds him­ 
self in the country with surroundings so 
truly rural that it is hard to believe that 
one of the greatest cities of the world is so 
very near. Madam Dussolin went with 
me one day up the Seine to Charentom 
leaving the girls to attend to the little 
restaurant. It was a perfeetday, and there 
are many such at this time of the year in 
France ; the banks, after leaving the city, 
were green, and the new willow leaves 
were beautifully bright in the sunshine. 
Boys were swimming or running along the 
paths, the iiesh tints harmonizing finely 
w ith the green, in a way to catch the eye 
of an artist. 
About 11 we left Pont Boyal on the lit­ 
tle express steamer, stopping at many sta­ 
tions on both sides of the river. The 
bridges over the Seine are very numerous 
and beautiful, hut none of them seem to be 
so solid as those' of the Thames, yet make 
an imposing appearance viewed from the 
river. Presently huge elm or willow trees 
take the place of houses, and then, at a 
sudden bend, the river Marne is met with, 
bringing a great quantity of water to the 
Seine. Above the Marne eontiuence the 
banks near each other, and the scenes along 
them become more picturesque. 
The 
steamer, however, went but a short dis­ 
tance up the Seine to its last station, and 
returning followed.the course of the Marne, 
which is very winding, swift and shallow, 
as far as 
THE BRIDGE AT CUARENTON. 
1 was quite proud of my companion, she 
was so neatly and tastefully dressed (as 
French women seem to know so well how 
to d ). and wore her little green bonnet, of 
that very verdant shade now in vogue, a» 
gracefully as a princess, or at least as the 
conventional princess. 
Chareuton is a 
small place, hut famous for its well ar­ 
ranged asylum for the insane which covers 
the side of i high hill to the left, over­ 
looking a wide expanse of lovely scenery 
In both the valleys of Marne and Seine. 
Henry IV. allowed a Protestant church to 
be erected here in the first part of the 
seventeenth century, but it was destroyed 
when she edict of Nantes was withdrawn. 
W e wandered along the narrow and badly 
paved street into the suburb of St. Mau­ 
rice, where one of those pretty garden res­ 
taurants offered temptations impossible to 
resist and we sat down in the shade of 
chestnut trees to a luncheon of chops and 
green peas. The waitress here amused me 
very much by her wiles to attract passers- 
by; she sat near the gate, and when­ 
ever she heard a footstep approaching she 
would begin to sing and rattle her dishes, 
but if they went on she would stop imme­ 
diately and continue her work as quietly 
as a mute. 
It was a racing day and crowds of peo­ 
ple were on their way to the race course in 
the park of Vincennes, whither we also 
wandered. It was a very pretty scene, the 
gay dresses of the ladies and the handsome 
horses. 
VINCENNES 
Is certainly more beautiful than the more 
famous BuisdeBoulogne for it has less art 
and much of nature about it. In the 
thirteenth century Louis IX. made this 
his hunting seat and since that time it has 
always been the stage of much that has 
interested the world. 
The old castle is 
full of historical and romantic interest. 
In 174» * it was used as the porcelain fac­ 
tory of the famous institution which was 
in a few years removed to Sevres. During 
the years when it was used as a prison, it 
held many illustrious captives, among 
them the Cardinal Betz, Mirabeau and 
Fouquet, but more sad than all was that 
cruel murder, by Napoloen,of the unfortu­ 
nate Due d’Enghien in 1804, the last of 
the famous 
family of Condi. « He 
was suspected of conspiracy against Na­ 
poleon, and by his order was arrested, 
tried and shot. Everything possible was 
done to save him, but the Emperor wished 
him out of the way. 
His body was 
buried without the usual obsequies, in the 
ditch where he was shot. However, there 
is now a monument to his memory in the 
chapel where his remains were placed by 
Louis X V III. in 1816. It is when we 
hear of such acts of the Emperor that we 
have a grain of pleasure in contemplating 
his fall. Another romantic episode oc­ 
curred in 1871, when the castle w as aband­ 
oned by the insurgents when the Govern­ 
ment forces came front Versailles. A man 
was left to set fire to the powder magazine 
and destroy the place; what he thought 
or why his heart failed him we shall 
never know, for instead of the wholesale 
slaughter which the explosion would have 
caused, the man committed suicide and 
was found alone in the great castle when 
the troops entered. 
\Ye took a short 
drive to 
NOG ENT SER MARNE, 
W ith its many fine villas overlooking the 
broad fields and winding river. There were 
crowds of old women and children gather­ 
ing daisies and making them into boquets, 
bound with grass, tosell on the race course. 
Returning, we made a little detour to 
visit the tomb of America’s old friend, 
General Lafayette, who died in 1834 and 
was buried in the cemetery of I’icpns. 
Here is also the burial place of nearly 
2,0(10 victims of the Devolution, and also 
the tomb:; of some famous and noble 
French families. 
On the way home, 
Madam told me what a hard time she had 
w ith Marie, who, it seems, was in love 
with a young cook, who was unfortunately 
poor, but worst of all, she had also to 
fight against the influence of Dussolin. 
himself who actually eacouraged his 
daughter in the unfortunate entanglement 
Madam’s little green bonnet vibrated with 
indignation all the way home, which be­ 
came alarming when she thought that the 
hated young cook might make use of 
Madam’s absence to visit the Bue St. 
Dominique. Down the Seine to Anteuil, 
pAst the enormous scaffold 
TOWER OF EIFFEL, 
. 
O f which the people oT Paris with their 
usual versatility are already beginning to 
be tired, saying it draws on thunder­ 
storm-. and may tear it down to celebrate 
the 14th of July; so also the pretty islands 
and the vill 
each adds its tribute to the 
pleasure of the journey. Above all, though, 
in interest and beauty, is the excursion to 
S t. Germaine-en-I.aye on the steamboat 
Touriste. giving nearly four hours on the 
river. Marie made that trip with me, 
and as she had often visited the place she 
was a 
d guide. 
St. (lermaine-en-Laye 
has a lovely situation and Iias attracted "to 
it many residents. The Kings of France 
«ven as far back as 1150 chose this placeas 
a summer home. The castle, of course, 
is the spot of greatest interest to visitors. 
In the church are the remains of the un­ 
happy King James II. of England, who 
spent twelve years of his exile here till 
his death in 1701. The castle was a royal 
residence down to the time of Louis XIV., 
when the Palace of Versailles was built 
for that luxurious monarch. There is a 
fine but wearying museum of antiquities. 
\\ e wandered about the place and rested 
in the quiet church by the white marble 
monument of King .Tames, which George 
IV. raised to his mtftnory and which Queen 
\ ictoria has lately had restored. The 
magnificent terrace,"almost two miles long, 
affords a grand promenade, from which a 


view is had which can never be forgot­ 
ten. Grapevines cover the hills, and the 
valley of the Seine, with country houses 
and villages, is a scene of peace and plenty. 
Paris would be visible were it not for the 
hill called Mont Vallerien, which conceals 
all but Montmartre. 
The fqrest with 
elewen thousand acres is one of those 
beautiful spot- in the world where one 
feels he would live forever. We reached 
VERSAILLES 
Verv quickly by train* and saw the Grand 
and Petit Trianon with their pleasant 
memories of Marie Antoinette. 
Here 
was a little village of most picturesque 
kind, where, in the days just before the 
revolution, the ill-fated Queen with her 
courtiers used to play that they were 
peasants. Those must have been fine 
pictures for a W atteau—the handsome 
court ladies, in their artistic peasant cos­ 
tumes, milking the cows and churning or 
gardening. By accident or design, we met 
the unhappy cook in the Versailles court­ 
yard; neither he nor Marie seemed to be 
much surprised at the meeting, so I have 
a suspicion that a scheme had l>een laid 
for tilings to turn out just as they did. 
Suddenly thinking that I wanted to see 
something or other, and strangely Marie 
or the cook not caring to see it, I went 
away alone, saying I would return in a 
short time— their grateful looks I -hall 
never forget. I wandered something like 
half an hour about the stiff' but not un- 
beautifu! garden and then went back to 
find 
MARIE AND ALBERT. 
I feel now the chill which crept over me 
when I returned. There was a merry-go- 
’round or carousal in the square: it was 
spinning about merrily to the jangling 
tune played by the hidden organ; in one 
of the cars sat Marie with Albert. Their 
faces showed plainly that something was 
wrong, and soon I saw the cause. There 
stood, magestic and awful, Madam Dusso­ 
lin. The merry-go-’round spun itself out, 
the travelers alighted; the Madam seemed 
not to see the cook, but taking Marie’s 
arm marched her away to a tram car, and 
before I had come to my senses they were 
driving away to Paris. Madam was coldly 
polite to me in the evening, and accepted 
my offering of roses in a manner which 
plainly gave me my conge. I never went 
there again ; I never saw Marie, Elsie or 
Dussolin afterward. Paris lost its charm, 
and I was soon far from the once lovely 
Bue St. Dominique.

“IN GOD WE TRUST.” 
H ow This M otto C am e to be Stam ped on 
l iiited States Coins. 
The motto “ In < lod We Trust,” which 
is now stamped on all gold and silver coins 
of United Slate- money, was suggested by 
an honest, (.od-fearing old farmer of the 
State of Maryland. This conscientious 
Christian thought that our national coin 
should indicate the Christian character of 
our nation, and by introducing a motto 
upon our coins expressed a national reli­ 
ance upon divine supporting governmental 
affairs. In 1861, when Salmon P. Chase 
was Secretary of the Treasury, he wrote 
him and suggested that, as we claimed to 
be a Christian people, we should make 
suitable recognition of that fact on our 
coinage. The letter was referred to the 
Director of the Mint, lames Pollock, a 
Puritanic Christian, of Pennsylvania. In 
Mr. Pollock’s report for 1862 lie dis 
cussed the question of a recognition of the 
sovereignty of God and our trust in Him 
on our coins. The proposition to intro­ 
duce a motto upon our coins was favorably 
considered by Mr. Chase, and in the report j 
he said he did not doubt, but believed, j 
that it would meet with an approval by an 
intelligent public sentiment. But Con­ 
gress gave no attention to the suggestion, 
and in Ills next annual report (ie again re­ 
ferred to the subject, this time in a firm 
theological argument' and said: 
“The motto suggested, ‘God Our Trust,’ 
is taken from our national hym n,‘The Star 
Spangled Banner.' The sentiment is fa­ 
miliar to every citizen of our country; it 
has thrilled the hearts and fallen in "song 
from the lips of millions of American free­ 
men. The time is propitious; ’tis an hour 
of national peril and danger; an hour 
when man’s strength is weakness, when 
our strength and salvation must be of God. 
Let us reverently acknowledge His sov­ 
ereignty, and let onr coinage declare our 
trust in God.” 
A 2-cent bronze piece was authorized to 
be coined by Congress the following year, 
April 22, 1864, and upon this w as first 
stamped the motto, “In God We Trust.” 
In his report of tiiat year he expressed 
his approval of the Act, and strongly 
urged that the recognition of trust be ex­ 
tended to the gold and silver coins of the 
United States. By the fifth section of the 
Act of Congress of March 3, 1865, the 
Director of the Mint, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, was au­ 
thorized to place i. .on all the gold and 
silver coins of the United Stales, suscep­ 
tible of such additions, thereafter to he 
issued, the motto, “In God We Trust.”— 
Indianapolis Journal. 


A N otable <. i ft. 
An especially notable feature of the gifts 
which people of every condition are crowd­ 
ing one another to make to their distressed 
fellow-citizens of Western Pennsylvania is 
the contribution of the general fund made 
by the prisoners in the Eastern Penitenti­ 
ary. From the small savings which they 
are enabled to accumulate from over-work 
the prisoners have contributed the consid­ 
erable sum for them of $522, and it is cer­ 
tain that in the millions of relief money 
there is no more precious proof than this 
of the universality of sympathy with 
Johnstown and its neighborhood. As far 
as we know this incident is unique. From 
one view it may be called a needless gen­ 
erosity, since these poor creatures will 
need their slight savings, when again en­ 
tering the world, as seriously as any un­ 
fortunate who could be named. But" they 
have made their decision, and it is for 
themselves to choose. It is a matter of 
feeling, and if they have been led by their 
better natures to this exhibitton of sympa­ 
thy and helpfulness it is not for us, who 
find it far easier to give, to criticise them. 
It seems a pity that those precious dollars 
should be cast into the general fund: they 
should, if possible, be kept distinct for the 
relief of some special and commanding 
misery. But that is mere sentiment; the 
prisoners did not make any such point 
when they so freely gave ; they only felt 
themselves part of the body of "the public 
ujion which lay a duty pro{>ortioiied to in­ 
dividual ability to carry. Assuredly their 
noble* action will not be forgotten.—Phila­ 
delphia Evening Telegraph.

A patient in one of the. hospitals here 
had a habit of going into convulsions 
every time the house physician stepped 
into her ward. That grew decidedly mo­ 
notonous after a while, and one day, while 
in one of her attacks and seemingly un­ 
conscious, he told her the next time she 
had one lie would “ teach her better.” 
But she did not believe him, and the fol­ 
lowing day showed up as usual. He had 
her taken into a bath-room and laid on a 
table. Arranging a rubber sheet under her 
head, he attached one end of a small rub­ 
ber hose to a faucet, aud to the other 
the small tube of a syringe.

L ntil within the last year or two the 
interior of this peninsula has never been 
explored, except by wandering Indians 
and an occasional prospector, who are not 
given to making public their findings. We 
have heard more or less of the main char­ 
acteristics of the coast line—but mv pur­ 
pose is to ascertain what lies beyond tiiose 
chains of hills that guard the shores from 
end to end. Their bleak and frowning 
walls rise gradually to the mountains that 
run down through the center of this loug 
and narrow tongue of land ; but between 
them are blooming valleys, mostly lving 
east and west—ol whose people and pro­ 
ducts and possibilities the world knows 
nothing. 
And it is no wonder the world has not 
heard ot them. Unless one possesses the 
patience of a Job, the spinal column of a 
camel and the determination oí. grim 
death, he had better abandon all idea of 
exploring this peninsula before he begins 
the herculean task. Let no dilettante 
tourist come down here, expecting to make 
a picnic or a pleasure party of disclosing 
the secrets which this mysterious land has 
kept iuvolate through ali the centuries, in 
spite of greedy Spaniards and zealous 
priests and speculating Yankees. It is 
easy enough to reach the edges—hut the 
heart of the peninsula is yet well-nigh 
nun-come-at-able. 
You journey pleasantly in a parlor car 
to San Francisco or San "Diego, and won­ 
der why your predecessors should talk of 
hardships. From either of those points 
you may sail all the way around the pe­ 
ninsula, stopping at any of the more im­ 
portant sea ports—in a steamer by no 
means palatial, as compared to the "best 
-Atlantic vessels, but tolerably comfortable, 
if any such thing as comfort can he found 
on the “ bounding billows.” But in that 
way you see nothing of the country. Your 
troubles begin only when you leave the 
conveniences of civilization and -trike out 
for yourself into the wilderness. Were 
there any ; eq>le, even savages, it would 
not be so bad ; but 
a n e m p t y c o u n t r y , 
A totally unoccupied space, in which you 
seem to be theonly living soul, with nothing 
to fight but rattlesnakes and starvation, is 
disheartening, to say the least. There are 
people, to be sure, collected at a few cen­ 
ters, long distances apart, but between 
those old settlements stretch hundreds of 
miles of terra incognita. 
Land at any port you like, and attempt 
to make it the base of your interior opera- ! 
tions, it is the same stcry everywhere— ¡ 
you find yourself helpless as was the giant 
whom the Lilliputians hound with tinv 
threads. Tjiere are no railroads or stage 
lines to where you want to go—hardly 
highways or byways—in a country where 
each traveler must he his own Columbus. 
Y'ou are in the condition of the first man, 
as Milton describes him, when “ the world 
was all before him where to choose,” and 
the matter of choice is not so difficult as 
that of execution. Neither love nor lucre 
can procure horses and carriages where 
such things do not exist, and you cannot 
well strike off alone across the country 
without guides or supplies. Unless, bv 
some chance, you are so fortunate as to fall 
in with some party bent on a similar ex­ 
pedition, your only alternative is to pur­ 
chase horses, blankets and camping outfit, 
and hire native assistance from point to 
point, trusting to your lucky stars to bring 
you safely through and enable you to get 
some of your money hack by disposing of 
the circus when the tour is completed. 
Y'our correspondent has traveled enough 
to ceAse looking for “ downy beds of ease.” 
and to adapt herself pretty well to circum­ 
stances. In the most isolated and seem­ 
ingly God-forsaken communities, if one 
can speak the language of the people, the 
presentation of proper credentials and 
judicious use of money (without appear­ 
ing to possess too much of it), with pre­ 
cisely the same deportment that one would 
carry into church and society at home, 
will generally win respectful attention and 
every reASonable facility within command 
of the natives. They will scare up some 
kind of escort or conveyance, and pass one 
from village to village, from ranch to 
ranch, committed . to the care of distant 
friends, who, in their turn, help one on to 
the others, often going many miles them­ 
selves, if necessary to insure his safety. 
LEAVING SANTO TOMAS, 
W ith faces turned always towards the 
south, a wagon-road winds up a steep, 
rough hill, then down again, into the next 
.valley—the Chocolada—even smaller and 
narrower than that just passed, being a 
mere gorge, winding around the bases of 
the mountains, in places nothing more 
than a sandy river-bed, which at certain 
seasons must be filled with a raging torrent. 
Diverging canyons mark the way to La 
Estapana, a pretty and fertile valley of 
probably six hundred acres, where 'reside 
a few families of American colonists. La 
Estapana is almost continuous with the 
Guadalupe valley — the latter a much 
larger tract, level as a plank floor. A 
stream winds through the center of both, 
which, however, runs “upside down” dur­ 
ing h91f the year—that is, becomes dry as 
dust on the surface, but water may be ob­ 
tained anywhere along its course by dig­ 
ging down a couple of feet. 
And so we go on through canyons and 
gorges, between hills now bushy, now bar­ 
ren, jolting over rocks and sands and 
flowers and cacti, to the celebrated valley 
of San Vicente. The latter, cut by low 
mountains into irregular shape, contains 
nearly 7,000 acres, and is traversed by the 
San Vicente river, one of the largest on 
the peninsula. One branch of it, the San 
Jose, is nearly as large as the main stream, 
and there are many other affluents, mak­ 
ing for the b.Asin a total drainage area of 
over 3,000,000 acres. A short distance be­ 
low the settlement this valley gives place 
to a canyon, which ojiens again, only two 
miles from the ocean, upon the mentis or 
table lands of San Y'sidro. In this canyon 
are located those copjier mines called I)el- 
phina, about which so much has been said. 
THE MISSION OF SAN VICENTE FERRER 
as founded in 17S0. Its buildings were 
erected on a l>ench of the hills overlook­ 
ing the valley, and around their feet were 
planted the olive and “ prickly pear,” 
which have now become groves and 
thickets, while the structures they were to 
serve and adorn have crumbled under the 
insidious tooth of time to a ntAss of dust- 
heaps. 
Southward from San Vicente extend 
foothills and rolling mesas, composed of 
gravelly loam that takes on a tinge of red, 
reminding one of the “ sacred soil” of old 
Virginia, especially that between Wash­ 
ington and H arpers Ferry. Now we come 
to that beautiful table-land cal 1%1 “ Mesa 
Colorado” [the word Colorado meaning 
“red")—one of the loveliest upland tracts 
in Lower California. It is eleven miles 
long, by little more than two wide, with a 
general slope toward the south. It con­ 
nects with the Salado niesa, which leads 
down to another valley of the same name. 
IlerealKHits the chaparral of the uplands 
suddenly gives place to a rank, heavy 
growth of buncli-grass in the bottoms, and 
a fine ocean breeze, making a funnel of the 
hills, keeps up delightfully cool despite 
the fierce sun and total absence of shade. 


But there are no people—it is a New 
1\ orld with no inhabitants in it. To break 
the silence that can be felt, we shout, we 
sing, we spout poetry and rehearse scraps 
of gjoquenee borrowed from Marc Antony to 
Colonel Ingersoll—but the hills throw hack 
our words in mocking echoes, rendering 
the loneliness more oppressive. 
Northeast of the Salado, which at this 
point is only about ten miles from San 
Vicente, lie the 
VALLEYS OF LAS COCHAS AND CALENTURA, 
Both of which contain ranches. Time did 
not permit us to make a detonr in search of 
these modern Crusoes; but we thought, 
heaven pity the people upon whom nature 
smiles so graciously, but who are as com­ 
pletely isolated from their kind as though 
located on an island in mid-ocean.

fectly inclosed and beautifully level, taper­ 
ing toward the west to a mere gatewav for 
the admission of ocean breezes. From 
this point eastward, for a distance of eight 
or ten consecutive miles, the hills are cov­ 
ered with the maguey plant the agave 
American, or American aloe, or “century" 
plant), iii such dense profusiqp that to 
walk or ride between their spear-like 
points would be impossible. This is ati- 
other future source of wealth for Califor­ 
nia, springing wild by the wayside. Pulque, 
the national beverage, is made from it, 
and also the favorite intoxicant.

and after the liquor i> extracted, wiiat re­ 
mains affords a good article of molasses. 
The leaves, dried and crushed, furnish 
about the best paper pulp in the w(. rid; 
and from their fibers ropes, sacking, thread, 
etc., are obtained. The Mexican « Govern­ 
ment, alive to these benefits, and desiring 
to encourage home manufacture, hvs 
ottered a subsidy of thirty thousand dol­ 
lars to every mill for the reduction of 
maguey, when completed and in operation. 
«This region is crossed by the valley 
called S.ui Rafael del Sur of the South", 
which must not be confounded with that 
of the same name near the northern end 
of the peninsula. It seem- a pitv that 
those who had the naming of the»- places 
felt it their religious duty to stick so 
closely to the Saints, for the number of 
the latter being limited, the result is a 
confusing repetition. A great river winds 
through this Southern Rafael, outlined bv 
a heavy growth of willows, sycamores anil 
cottonwoods—ble.sea sight after the tree­ 
less leagues we have traversed. All along 
the roadside grow date-palms, tigs, and 
the cultivated variety of prickly pear. 
THE FEW PEOPLE 
Who live here appear to he entirely de­ 
voted to the manufacture of mescal, and 
jterhaps for the lack of any other market 
consume great quantities of it them­ 
selves. 
From San Rafael to San Telmo the 
distance is thirty-seven miles, the last ten 
of which leads through the roughest of 
mountain gorges. Here, for the first time, 
we found pita pagas—the puntias variety of 
cactus-fruit about which the early mis­ 
sionaries said so much, and which then 
(as now) formed the principal food of the 
native Californians. It is found in many 
part- ot Central and South America, and 
also in Southern Mexico—hut nowhere in 
such proportion as on this peninsula. 
There are two kinds of it—one large as a 
hen’s egg, round and sweet, with a thick, 
green, purply shell covering a red and 
white “meat” in which black seeds are 
scattered like grains of powder: the other, 
larger and slightly sour, growing on low, 
creeping bushes. 
During about eigiit 
weeks o! the year there is a great abund­ 
ance of them—from the middle of June to 
the middle of August—in this latitude, and. 
during that time the Indians are fat and 
well-conditioned, however they mav starve 
the rest of the time. 
The pitapaya sea­ 
son is a general holiday among the natives, 
the most joyful time in their calendar, 
spent entirely in traveling about in search 
of this fruit—stuffii^g themselves till many 
die from the effects of their gluttony, but 
which they do nwTtake the trouble to dry 
or preserve in any way. 
The Indians 
have no notion of what a year is, and have 
NO METHOD OF DIVIDING TIME. 
Instead of saying “a year ago,” or during 
this year, they use the expression, “It is 
already an ambia past,” or “during this 
ambia,” the latter word signifying*the 
season of pitapaya fruit. They have not 
even a noun for spaces of time, and in 
speaking of three years they would say, 
“Three pitapavas.” 
The most common pitapavas, the sweet 
variety, start from a trunk hardly more 
than a foot high, and shoot up parallel 
columns, thick as a man’s arm. ten or 
twelve feet high. 
These columns aie 
thickly covered with thorns, as is also the 
fruit, making them difficult to gather. 
The Indians manage it by means of a 
pole, to which is attached a hook of bone 
or wood, and below a net. 
' 
The lower valley of San Telmo contains 
the remains of an ancient Mission, around 
which are clustered sixty or more Mexi­ 
cans and Indians. The Fathers left few 
traces here in the way of improved civil­ 
ization, for the people are about as de­ 
graded as can well be imagined, and lead 
the most primitive existence.

CALIFORNIA AND KANSAS 
‘•One D ollar for Land and Ninety-Nine 
for C lim ate.” 
. 
[From the Tulare Register.] 
That is what a recently-arrived Kansas 
man said of the price of land in Califor­ 
nia, and he said it with a sneer. He was 
one of the -thoughtless throng which do 
not learn until the second lung is attacked 
that the first one was destroyed by climate. 
It Ls the «quality of climate, not the quality 
of land, which determines land values, iii 
a given climate, rich land is worth more 
than poor land, but the influence of cli­ 
mate on the value of land is so overwhelm­ 
ing that the difference in value between 
rich and poor land in the same climate 
becomes insignificant by comparison. Some 
of the richest soil on earth is covered by 
the eternal ice of the frigid zones, anil 
still iqore of it is exposed to the deadly 
breath of the torrid belt. 
It is a matter of frequent complaint by 
Western men seeking farming land in 
California that while the best land on the 
Atlantic side is valued^ $30 per acre as a 
maximum, on the Pacurc slope it is held 
at $100. Let us suppose a case: A home- 
seeker has bought 160 acres in Kansas at 
$30 per acre. He can raise on it only 
wheat and corn. To market his crop to 
the best advantage, he raises hogs. He 
can raise very little fruit, even in restricted 
variety, and dairy products and poultry 
with extreme difficulty. Each successive 
winter of seven long months threatens 
death by freezing and starvation to his 
stock, for which the entire preceding short 
summer’s crop is too frequently inadequate. 
His winter work is a long agony of suffer­ 
ing from chilling blasts, and his _children 
attend school at the risk of losing their 
feet, and not infrequently their lives, by 
frost. 
Suddenly a miracle is wrought. For 
some unexplained rea- n, Jupiter has set 
off a forty-acre patch in one corner of the 
corn field, and has covered it with Califor­ 
nia atmosphere and its corresponding cli­ 
mate. The consequences are amazing!

M onster Spiders. 
Far up in the mountains of Ceylon and 
India there is a spider that spins a web 
like bright yellowish silk, the center net 
of which is five feet in diameter, while 
the supporting lines, or guys as they are 
called, measure sometimes ten or twelve 
feet long; and riding quickly in the early 
morning you may dash right into it, the 
stout threads twing round your face like a 
lace veil, while as the creature who has 
woven it takes up his position in the mid­ 
dle, he generally catches you right on the 
nose, and though lie seldom bites or stings, 
the contact of his large body and long 
legs is anything but pleasant. If you for­ 
get yourself and try to catch him, bite he 
will, and, though not venomous, his jaws 
are as powerful as a bird’s beak, and you 
are not likely to forget the encounter. " 
The bodies of these spiders are verv 
handsomely decorated, being bright golil 
or scarlet underneath, while the upper 
part is covered with the most delicate 
slate-colored fur. So strong are the webs 
that birds the size of larks are frequently 
caught therein, and even the small but 
powerful scaly lizard falls a victim. A 
writer says that he has often sat and 
watched the yellow and scarlet monster, 
measuring, when waiting for his prey with 
his legs stretched out. fully six inches, 
striding across the middle of the net, and 
noted the rapid manner in which he winds 
his stout threads around the unfortunate 
captive. 
He usually throws the coils 
about the head till the wreched victim Is 
first blinded and then choked. In many 
unfrequented dark nooks of the jungle voit 
come across most perfect skeletons of small 
birds caught in these terrible snares, the 
strong folds of which prevent the delicate 
bones from falling to the ground after the 
wind and weather have dispersed the fiesli 
aud feathers.—Rare Bits.

An Indiana gardener claims that he 
protects against the cabbage worm by lay­ 
ing a sprig of pennyroyal on each cabbage. 
It is claimed that tomatoes will bear 
just as early and thrive as well when 
grown from the seed planted in the hill as 
when early- jdants are set out.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


From the Bancroft Company, San Fran­ 
cisco, we have W illiam L. Snyder's work 
entitled, “The Geography of Marriage, i r 
Legal 
Perplexities o’f Wedlock 
in the 
United States," G. P. Putnam 's Sons, New 
York and London. The anchor discusses 
im partially the diversity of the laws of 
marriage and divorce in all parts of the 
world, giving more attention, however, to 
the laws of the American States. 
This de­ 
bate involves all the questions affecting le­ 
gitimacy, and those concerning remedies 
for undisputed ills in the laws affecting the 
domestic relations. 
One of the most inter­ 
esting chapters is that in which is treated 
the validity of m arriage in one State that 
in another is refused recognition. 
Thus, in 
Georgia it is the law that a marrisge that 
would be held void in that S'ate, wili beso 
considered in Georgia, no m atter where 
contracted. So in some States first cousins 
may marry, but in others unions are held 
invalid as being w ithin the lines of consan­ 
guinity, defined as forbidding marriage. 
Would the m arriage between cousins in 
Sta'es where it is legitimate be held bind­ 
ing if the couple mover! into a State where 
such 
unions 
are 
invalid? 
The 
au­ 
thor points out 
that iu some States 
the answer would 
be yes, in 
others 
it • would 
be given in ’ the negative’ 
Acain, in all countries, except France, a 
marriage, lawful at the place where con­ 
tracted is recognized as lawful in all other 
places, according to the established ethics 
of international relations. 
But “ by the 
laws of France a Frenchm an who marries 
abroad is obliged to publish the bands and 
the notice of intention to wed in accordance 
with the French iaw, in order to render 
his marriage valid and binding in bis 
native land. 
H e is required to p o sta no­ 
tice of the wedding in the office of the 
French Consul in the country where the 
ceremony ¡3 to be performed, and to send a 
copy of it also to th&ofiice of the Mayor or 
Other official bead of the m unicipality in 
France where ihegroom resides or formerly 
resided. 
Should a Frenchm an, traveling 
in the United Slates or even residing here, 
seek the band of an American lady in wed­ 
lock what would she know, or what could 
she be expected to know about the laws - of 
marriage in France? 
Yet, if she should 
m arry under such circumstances, a failure 
to comply with the French law with re- 
pect to publication and notice would enable 
her husband, should he feel disposed- to 
reject bis manhood for selfish ends, to re­ 
pudiate the m arriage in France with ini- 
puuity. 
The experience of Elizabeth Pat­ 
terson, who espoused Jerom e Bonajiarte, 
illustrates this point. * * * This m ar­ 
riage was solemnized by Bishop Carroll of 
Baitiinore, was recognized as valid by Pope 
Pius V II, not o n ly iN ih is country but in 
France as w ell; yet the laws of France re­ 
fused to recognize it, and the law has not 
since been altered with respect to French­ 
men m arr-ing abroad. ’ 
The work is com­ 
pact, an i if not as exhaustive as a law 
treatise, is profoundly intere’sting. 
From the author we have copies of “ The 
A nnual Meteorological Review of the State 
of California tor the Year IS8S, by the Me 
teorologieal Department of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society.” 
It is compiled by Ser­ 
geant Janies A Barwick, Observer (at Sac-

It is an exhaustive 
tabular statem ent of tem perature, hum id­ 
ity, wind direction and velocity, rainfall, 
etc., etc, for scores of places in the State 
for m any years; indeed, covering the entire 
history ot the State since the American 
occupation. In addition many valuable com­ 
parisons are m aje, and there are papers oil 
metero!og:cal subjects of infinite im port­ 
ance to the people by many writers, and 
liberal extracts from many papers and 
journals 
These articles on health resorts, 
characters of climates, revolving storms, 
effects ot climates on the growth of trees 
and vegetation, relation of forest3 to cli­ 
mate, climates of chief countries, etc., are 
of deep in • --rest. 
The compilation of the 
woi k has been well done and must have 
involved long and patient labor, and it 
bears the impress of capacity and thorough 
fam iliarity with the subjects on the part of 
Sergeant Barwick. 
Exam ination of this 
valuable work, and the contents of which 
we have by no means fully stated, im ­ 
presses us with the advisability of Cali­ 
fornia establishing, as have twenty-two 
other States, a State weather bureau as 
supplem ental to the Signal Service. Ser­ 
geant Barwick is a zealous advocate of 
such a policy, and he barks his zeal by 
strong reasons for it. 
The compilation of 
this book is a work of love with Mr. Bar­ 
wick. 
He receives'no salary for his labor 
for the State. 
The work is printed by the 
S'ate, however, and anyone desiring a copy 
cau receive it by addressing Sergeant B ar­ 
wick at this city.

A STATE WEATHER 
BUREAU. 


The meteorological observations of the 
Signal Service Corps of the United States 
army have been of inestimable beneiit to 
the people. 
No one now thinks that the 
cost of maintaining the observation sta­ 
tions is ill expended. 
On the contrary, we 
would scarcely think that the country 
could “ get along” without the Signal 
Service, so important a part does it play in 
the economy of everyday life a f this time. 
But valuable as is the corps to science, 
commerce and agriculture, it is not equal 
to the needs of the country. 
Expanding 
intelligence ou meteorological subjects has 
created a demand for greater activity in 
and more stations for meteorological obser­ 
vations. Twenty-two of the States of the 
Union have responded to this demand, and 
have established more or less elaborate 
systems of State observations under State 
Weather Bureaus. 
Our next-door neigh­ 
bors, Nevada and Oregon, have set up 
very successfully such bureaus, and the re­ 
port of that of Oregon for one of the 
months of the year 1889 is now before us. 
W hile not elaborate, it gives evidence of 
the importance and high value of the 
scheme. 
The Signal Corps Observers are 
few in number, and are situated at widely 
separated points. 
Their work relates to 
the whole country, and is confined pretty 
closely to storm observations and the daily 
gathering of data that will enable the 
headquarters to forecast with reasonable 
certainty the state of weather we may ex­ 
pert in the twenty-four hours succeeding 
the publication of the “ probabilities.” Of 
course the stations of the corps secure a 
great amount of valuable data 
relat­ 
ing to the meteorology of the country 
that is given in the elaborate reports 
of headquarters annually, and at other 
stated periods. 
State weather bureaus, 
however, relate solely to State observations 
and their relation to immediate or local 
interests. 
They therefore involve of ne­ 
cessity a great number of observation sta­ 
tions, which are usually filled ny volunteer 
observers. 
These stations called the ob­ 
servations of the people generally, and 
from this nia-s of testimony the head­ 
quarters of the State system is enabled to 
arrive at conclusions that amount to relia­ 
ble judgments in most cases, and arc of the 
highest value to the agriculturist, and of 
scarcely less importance to the mau of 
trade. 
Oregon erected her system in the 
present year, and the working of it is as 
yet crude and develops probably some 
friction, especially since the Supervising 
Director has not yet been named, and such 
work as lias been done has been voluntary. 
Under the Oregon bill the State names the 
Chief, or Supervising Director, and the 
Chief Signal Officer of the United States 
armv names the Assistant Director. 
The 
State service is thus directly related to the 
Federal service, and the two are harmoni­ 
ous in purpose and labor. 
No salaries are 
paid except for one clerk, and the labor of 
the bureau is therefore at the outset one 
of public spirit; but the belief is enter­ 
tained that there will be no failure of in­ 
terest in the scheme because there are no 
dividends for the officials of the new sys­ 
tem. 
The State simply buys the necessary 
instruments, anti these are placed and used 
as the Director deems best. 
Says Assistant 
Director I’agnc: 
W hile in Oregon the prim ary object of the 
■bureau is to m ake clim atic investigations in 
every section of the state, other im portant and 
resultant characteristics affected by the clim ate 
w ill be treated upon—i. c., clim ate and its effect 
on crops, soils, productions, health, w ater sup­ 
ply, etc. The tem[>erature of the soils at difier­ 
en! depths, the num ber of hours o f sunshine, 
the num ber of hours during w hich rain falls, 
th e rate oi evaporation, and oth er investiga­ 
tions w ill be m ade and duly published. 
The Signal Sergeant at Sacramento, Mr. 
Barwick, >ays upon the same subject, with 
some exuberance of utterance: 
I must confess th at I am discouraged at the 
sm all am ount of interest taken by its people in 
fhc clim atic conditions of this State, which 
stands pre-em inently as the central and best 
portion of the 1‘•elite slope, as well as the great 
and glorious Golden West. 
Even onr snowy 
neighbor, silvery Nevada, has had established 
a stale W eather Service,” by its intelligent 
and far seeing legislators. 
Certainly, il that 
State deem s a system tzed and accurate record 
of its clim ate should be blazoned and adver­ 
tised to the world, w hat ought Californians to 
th in k • * « « o u r Oregonian neighbors of 
the north elected m em bers to th eir Legislature 
w ho. during their session of 1888-89, covered 
them selves w ith everlasting honor and g'.ory 
hy passing a bill th at gives to the people of that 
State a 'State W eather Service.” whcse clim ate t 
Is never so good, healthful, or healing as onr 
own. 
The subject is presented thus early that 
the people mnv be thoroughly advised 
upon it. 
If it is freely discussed now, and 
the experiences of the States where the 
system has been tried are gathered aud 


given to the people by the press, the next , visited upon the transcontinental railways 
Legislature w ill come to the Capital with of the country, 
intelligence upon the subject and be en­ 
abled to act upon the proposition to estab­ 
lish a system of State weather observations 
with wisdom. 
W hile the subject is com­ 
paratively new to us, we are sufficiently 
informed upon it to realize that a State 
Weather Service, working in connection 
with the Signal Service Corps of the Gov­ 
ernment, will be of inestimable value to 
California, and under present lights we can 
understand how it can be established and 
operated at but slight expense. 


A PROPOSED CONQUEST. 


In our opinion we are just upon the 
threshold of the most important foreign 
relations question that has been presented 
to the country sinoe the Revolution. What 
is to be the relation between the British 
possessions on our north border and the 
United States, is the coming momentous 
topic. 
There is otj that side of the Nation 
Britisli territory of vast wealth of natural 
resource, rich in minerals, timber and 
fertile lands, navigable waters and all 
materia! needs, and capable ol supporting 
a producing population of many millions of 
people. 
To the full development of this 
region and its industrial populating, the 
best energies of the Government of Great 
Britain are to be devoted. 
It will nott 
however, contine itself to ordinary develop­ 
ment. 
Naturally that would be a slow 
process; the commercial and state craft of 
England and the Dominion are not content 
with any laggard means of growth. 
They 
have resolved, unless all indications are 
deceitful, to be aggressive as well as pro­ 
gressive. 
They propose to stimulate the 
development of the Northwest by bidding 
for tlie major part of the trade and trans­ 
portation traffic- of the United States, and 
to that end the Canadian Pacific Railway 
was subsidized with gifts exceeding in the 
aggregate all the grants made to all the 
railroads of the Union. 
The road has been 
made a Government dependency and ex­ 
empted from taxation and so fortified by 
the credit, tlie military and the commer­ 
cial strength of Great Britain, that it has 
well been styled “The English Government 
on Wheels.” 
All these facts elaborated in 
detail, the R e c o b d -U n io n lias several 


ly as certain cam p followers of politics 
sire to hear them justified and to see them prac­ 
ticed. 
All of which is very true, if we in­ 
terpret the words “ regular patrons’’ to 
mean—and 
the 
Inter-Octan 
certainly 
so intended—the 
patrons who demand 
vicious reading matter. 
Editor 
Stoll, 
in a recent address before an Editorial 
Association at the East, declared that, 
“Good communities and good newspapers 
go hand in hand usually. 
A good and 
conscientious newspaper cannot flourish 
where tlie people are indiflerent to the 
qualities of truth, goodness and conscien- 
tiousnes-.’’ 
Which is to say that the plea 
•the sensational press is forever presenting, 
that it must print nastiness because the 
reading public demands it, is a libel upon 
the race. 
The truth is that the readers of 
filth, those who demand a fresh character 
dished up at breakfast, who w ill not be 
content with a paper that is not smirch 
ing reputation, impugning motive, and 
delving in the muck heaps of scdudal, in­ 
decency, suspicion and nastiness, are the 
few in numtier after all, since in about all 
communities clean newspapers do flourish 
and have a steady, loyal, independent, self- 
respecting line of clients. 
The people 
whose tastes are morbid are, after all, not 
in the majority ; they are fickle, untrust 
worthy and will turn upon the very hand 
that caters to them when the dish it serves 
is not sufficiently highly flavored to tickle 
their inflamed palates. 
That is, to put it 
as does the Inhr-Occan, the infamous news­ 
paper presently reaches its limit and then 
its patrons abandon it.

The application made by the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad to the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, for the same international traffic 
privileges that the Grand Trunk Railroad 
has been receiving, calls from the pen of 
Joseph . NimmQ, Jr., of Washington, an 
earnest protest, which invites and deserves 
general‘ attention. 
Mr. X íuueo opposes 
the grar.ting of any favors by the L nited 
States Government to the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. 
He says that road was built as 
a purely political and military enterprise 
intended to unite the disceuuected blocks 
of the British Dominion,'to induce them to 
trade among themselves instead of with 
the United States, to sujpress the annexa­ 
tion spirit in Canada, to divert commerce 
from the American lines, and lastly, to 
serve as a liue of military communication 
in the I ioininio® and promote the scheme 
of British imperial confederation. 
He 
quotes Sir John Macdonald, the Canadian 
Premier, the leading promoter of the 
Canadian Pacific .Railroad, as publicly de­ 
claring that his chief aim was to establish 
a strong government on this continent 
based upon monarchical principles. This, 
Mr. Ninnuo savs, explains who the Do­ 
minion Government granted an aggregate 
subsidy of 6215,000,000 to the Canadian 
Pacific, although its total cost, including 
the entire plant, was only SI t>5;#00,000, 
and its total stock and bonds are bait 
$121,000,000. 
In addition to this sultsidy 
of the Canadian 
Pacific 
Railroad, a 
steamer line has been e-taMishe-d on the 
Pacific with a subsidy of $300,000, against 
one of $10,750 paid by the United States 
for the carriage of our Asiatic metis. 
Mr. Ximmo says, further, that the Do­ 
minion Government has granted a subsidy 
of $500,000 it year to an Atlantic steamer 
line to operate from Halifax in conjunc­ 
tion with the Canadian Pacific lisie which 
is just-being finished across the Mtate 
Maine. 
He protests against extending to 
a road thus subsidized, largely for govern­ 
mental purposes, tiie same privileges that 
have been granted to the Grand Trunk 
road, which received from tiie Dominion 
Government only one-tenth of the $247,­ 
000,000 which it cost. 
He calls attention 
also to the fact that the Grand Trunk 
Railroad carries a large amount <>f Amer­ 
ican produce through Canada into Mon­ 
treal for export, and brings a large am ount1 
of traffic to the American sea-ports, while 
the Canadian Pacific is reaching out to 
secure all the American business it can 
get, aud even proposes, by the construction 
of its line through the forests of Maine, 
to connect with a subsidized steamship 
line to Europe, thus cutting off New York, 
Boston, and Portland and their tributary 
railroads from the benefits they enjoy of 
the transit trade through 
the -Grand 
Trunk and its connections in this coun­ 
try.

Considering these facts, it is not sur­ 
prising that this earnest protest against 
the proposition to extend American aid to 
a purely Canadian enterprise lias been en­ 
tered. 
The Canadian Pacific Railroad 
does not come under the operations of the 
interstate commerce law, and is tints en­ 
abled to take great advantage over the 
competing American trunk lines, which 
yield obedience to the strict provisions of 
that oppressive Act. 
Before any further 
privileges are extended to the Canadian 
Pacific, it Should at least be stipulated that 
that corporation must submit to the same 
• 
restrictions ;re are imposed upon Vmeri- 
can railroads by the Interstate Act. 
The 
need of a strong American policy at the 
seat of the Federal Government was never 
more manifest than it is now, in the treat­ 
ment of these perplexing problems relative 
to the competition of-subsidized Canadian 
railroads with struggling American trunk 
lines.

A Sto ry o f the Im m o rta l Son g T o ld for 
th e F ir s t T im e . 
[From the Washington Star.) 
Some things there are which, by a com­ 
mon instinct, mankind hold sacred. Amoug 
these are the scenes of heroic deeds, the 
precincts of patriot graves, and the birth­ 
place of sublime thought, in proof of which 
need only be mentioned such names as 
Lexington, Mount Vernon and Independ­ 
ence Hall. And within the District of 
Columbia there is a spot which the Ameri­ 
can people, if familiar with its associa- 
tionSj would not deem unworthy of men­ 
tion in connection with those named. 
Half a centurv ago George W. Talbitrjt, 
their young and unmarried, was the owner 
by inheritance of a plantation of 231 acres, 
lying just across the east branch of the Po­ 
tomac from Washington, his fee simple do­ 
main touching the river at a point oppo­ 
site the navy yard. Here he lived in ele­ 
gant leisure, having about 100 slaves, and, 
to digress fora moment, the visitor may 
still see near his home a row of graves, 
from which are [>ointed out the particular 
resting places of some more distinguished 
than their companions for humble virtues. 
One is remembered as tiie “ colored mam­ 
my" of a person since raised to eminence, 
while another is revered for an intimacy 
with several family generations. This 
young man, possessed of ease and affluence, 
was a boon companion of John Howard 
Payne, whose dust lias since become so 
sacred. The old home still stands, as it 
then stood, in an Eden bower on the bank 
of the river, and here, under a venerable 
chestnut tree, sitting on a rustic seat that 
encircled its trunk, Payne and Talburtt 
used to drink their mint julep, sing their 
merry songs and talk of the iives they were 
to lead. Talburtt had promised Payne 
that whenever he wanted a home, it should 
l>e built for him on the plantation, and 
they would spend their bachelor lives to­ 
gether Much of the old plantation is 
now within the modern suburban village 
of Anacosta, aud ou an elevation that 
commands a view of the National Capitol 
and its surroundings which quite ravishes 
the eye with its beauty, stands the house, 
now owned and occupied by 11. A. Gris­ 
wold, built in fulfillment of this promise. 
The site was selected by Payne himself be­ 
fore departing on his foreign mission, but 
he never returned to enjoy the home ui j 
which he sang; and thus absolved from his ] 
vow of celibacy, Mr. Talburtt afterward j 
married and himself occupied the new ¡ 
house, in which children were born to j 
him, oue of whom, still a Resident of the 
village, is the mother of J. Harry Shan­ 
non, widely known as the juvenile orator. 
But the chief point of interest is yet to be 
told, for notwithstanding the claim that 
“ Home, Sweet Home," was written in 
Tunis or in a London garret, the original 
manuscript, in the handwriting of the 
illustrious author himself, and bearing his 
own interlineation, is still in the posses­ 
sion of the family—Mr. Talburtt having 
died iu 1861—and it was on the rustic 
seat under the chestnut tree, on the hank 
of the east branch of the Potomac, so near 
the mouth as to be practically on the main 
river, and a little more than a mile east of 
south from the capítol building, that John 
Howard Payne, with his own inspired ge­ 
nius and an aid-de-camp of mint julep, 
drafted this immortal composition. The 
ru>ticseat, held as a precious heir loom, is 
preserved in the attic of the old home ; 
and the chestnut tree, now partly dead, 
with its top cut away and much of its bark 
chipped oil as mementoes, still marks the 
birthplace of this song, that will live 
while the English tongue is spoken or a 
thatehed roof covers the head of an hum­ 
ble inhabitant of earth.

W a s h i n g t o n . June 2 8 t h —A com m unica­ 
tion recently received by the Civil Service 
Commission from i*. M. W right. Secretary 
of the local Board of Civil Service Exam ­ 
iners at Port H uron Mich., asking the 
13 jard to be allowed to hold a competitive ex­ 
am ination on the llth of July for clerks and 
inapeit rs in the Custom House in place of 
that announced for the 13lh of June, which 
was not held.

“ We are especially reluctant to do 
this, but it is in consequer.c1 of an article 
w hich appeared in a Detroit paper purport­ 
ing to be an interview with Mr. Geer, the 
Collector of Customs at Port H uron. As far 
as we know this interview has not yet been 
repudiated 
In it Geer is reported as stren­ 
uously condemning ihe civil service law 
and stating his belief that the proper theory 
to adopt in the management of his office is 
that im plied in the oid adage to the victors 
belong the spoils.’ 
Geer being an appoin­ 
tive officer of the Custom-house, whose 
duty it is to adm inister the law which he 
thus condemns, his expressions render It 
especially inciunoent upon the Commis­ 
sioner to see no chauce whatever is given 
for the evasion of the ¡aw. 
“ The Commission has, of course, no_con­ 
trol over the expression of any public 
officer, but they intend to m ake it their 
particular duty to prevent any adm inistra­ 
tion of law in accordance with the theories 
enunciated by Geer. They will tolerate no 
violation and no evasion of the statute. 
T he exam inations a;e open to all, Demo 
crats and Republicans alike." 
Continuing, Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"This 
statem ent is to be considered as an authori­ 
tative statem ent of the position of the 
Commission. Statements of the kind at­ 
tributed to Geer have the effect of keeping 
Democratic applicants from applying for 
competitive examination in the classified 
service. 
W e wish to show them that the 
Commission will take good caie to see that 
Geer’s words rem ain words only, and do 
not crystallize into deeds.”

L o n d o n , June 28:fi.—There was but one 
topic of discussion in the clubs yesterday, 
it was the betrothal of Princess Louise Vic­ 
toria A lexander Dagmar of W ales, eldest 
daughter of tlie Prince aud Princess of 
Wales, to Ksrl Fife. 
Rum or for a long 
time past has been busy in clubdom with 
the possibility of such a match. 
W hat 
gave particular strength to the possibilitv- 
ot such an alliance lay in ihe fact that the 
report was most credited by those about the 
Prince. 
Thursday afternoon the Queen formally 
gave consent to the union. 
The Prince of 
Wales is the tuost popular gentleman in 
the U nited Kingdom, and the Princess 
alone vies with him in the affections of the 
people. 
W hen it became known that the 
hand of their eldest daughter was to be 
conferred upon one of the most popular 
peers in the United Kingdom, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales were simply and 
purely raised into a position of popular 
idolization. 
Princess Louise has in her 
short career won universal popularity. 
Like all royal Princesses, she always has 
been troubled with shyness, but not more 
so than might be expected from young 
ladies not long out in the world. 
But 
those who have pent- rated the veil of 
modesty surrounding her have found in 
her charm ing womanly nature a fund of 
intelligence and a good share of her m oth­ 
er's rem arkably charm ing m anner and in ­ 
teresting, gentle nature. 
She has a very pretty figure, is of about 
m iddle size, and has a face full of charac­ 
ter. She was born in Marlborough House 
February 20, 1867. 
Karl Fife, who is 40 years old, has been 
for m any years a close friend of the Prince 
anQ Princess. 
Everybody knows him and 
knows well of him . 
He is an exemplary 
model of B ritish aristocracy, is the sixlh 
Karl of Fife, but was a peer of the United 
Kingdom in 1885. 


CON GO R A IL W A Y . 


T h e Ih'lgTiti» G o v e rn m e n t i- to S u b sc rib e 
T en M illion F ra n c s . 
B r u s s e ls , June 28th.—At the opening of 
yesterday’s session of the Chamber of Rep­ 
resentatives M. Bernaert, Minister of Fi­ 
nance, preseuted a bill authorizing the 
Government to participate, by means of 
public subscriptions, in the construction of 
the Congo railway. 
The bill is in con­ 
formity with information concerning the 
Government’s intention which was 
fir^t 
made public in the Kuropean editions of 
the Herald. 
it authorizes the Belgian Government to 
subscribe to the am ount of 10,000,000 francs 
to the capital of the compaDv, represented 
by 20 000 preferred shares of 500 francs 
each, and yielding in actual interest at the 
rate of 33 per cent , to be redeemed w ithin 
a space ot ninety-nine years. 
The report acc m panying the bill sets 
forth that the present state of things in 
Congo is such as to give every possible en­ 
couragement to capitalists to embark in 
the enterprise; that public peace is assured 
in the country; 
that its commerce is 
rapidly developing, and that the proposed 
railway will render the country flourish­ 
ing. It is aiso added that the population 
has increased enormously, and that the 
railway has become an im perative ne­ 
cessity. 
The bill contains a provision that at least 
92 per cent, of the roiling stock and m ate­ 
rial used in the construction, operation and 
maintenance of the road shall be purchased 
in Belgium. The debate on the bill will 
take place next week, and, according to all 
that can be gathered on the subject, the 
Chamber appears to be disposed to vote in 
in favor of it. 


G L A D ST O N E . 


His A rticle on tlie Irish Union in the 
“N ineteenth C entury.’’ 
London, June 28th.—Gladstone has an 
article in the Nineteenth Century entitled 
"Plain Speaking on the Irish U nion.” In 
it he says: “Sir Richard W ebster,in exam ­ 
ining W illiam O’Brien before the Parnell 
Commission, im plied that a grave charge 
would be proved about certain Irishm en if 
it could be shown they regarded Knglish 
power as alien. 
I should like to have 
asked Mr. O’Brien w hether the Irish, so far 
as he knew, regarded the act of union as 
possessed of the same moral authority as the 
laws against theft and murder, or as pos­ 
sessed of moral authority at all. 
“I do not doubt that O’Brien would have 
answered that they regarded it as an act of 
force, to which Ireland was under, not a 
moral, but a prudential, obligation to con­ 
form. There may be im m orality in m is­ 
calculated resistance even to im m oral laws, 
but such resistance is in itself not im m oral. 
The question is w hether the worship of an 
act of union is piety or superstition.’ 


The Pope’s Position. 
London, June 28th. — The Standard's 
Rome correspondent reaffirms the correct­ 
ness of his com m unication announcing the 
Pope's condem nation of the Clan-na-Gael. 
The correspondent also says the Pope w ill 
decline to interfere in the matter of the 
com plaint of som e of the Irish Bishops 
against the harsh treatment of the Land 
Leaguers in prison on the ground that it is 
their own fault, they having disobeyed the 
decree against boycotting.
